Appoint Hepburn 
New Professor Of 
Surgery AtUofA 


Dr. H. H. Hepburn, a part-time 
member of the University of Alberta 
staff for over twenty-six years, has 
recently been promoted from Asso- 
ciate Professor to Professor of Sur- 
gery, and is now the senior instruc- 
tor and administrative head of that 
Department, succeeding the late Dr. 
W. F. Gillespie. 

Dr. Hepburn received his medical 
education at McGill and the Univer- 
sity of Edinburgh. For two years 
prior to the First Great War he was 
employed by the Siamese Medical 
Service in Bangkok. He served in 
the Royal Army Medical Corps from 
1914 to 1919, winning the Military 
Cross, and since then has been a 
member of the Royal Canadian Army 
Medical Corps Reserve. 


Since 1923 he has combined uni- 
versity teaching with his surgical 
ractice in Edmonton. He is a Fel- 
ow of the American Cellege of Sur- 
geons and of the Royal College of 
Surgeons of Canada. 


Dr. Douglas O. W. Waugh will 
join the University staff in July as 
Associate Professor of Pathology and 
Assistant Provincial Pathologist.

Launched Here 


Humanities Association of Alberta 
was formally launched at a meeting 
in the studio theatre Wednesday 
night. 

Formed for the purpose of pro- 
moting wide interest in the Humani- 
ties and to.further~scholarship and 
research in-this field, the association 
was suggésted from plans proceed- 
ing at present to set up a Humani- 
ties Association of Canada. 

At an interim meeting before 
Christmas an interim executive was 
appointed to prepare a constitution 
and make plans for the organiza- 
tional meeting. This executive was 
made up of Drs. M. H. Scargill, W. 
G. Hardy, E. J. Greene, E. C. May, 
and Professor J. K. Heath. 

Members of this executive drafted 
a constitution which was presented 
to the meeting Wednesday and 
adopted after minor amendments. 

In an introduction to the consti- 
tution, Dr. Hardy, chairman of the 
meeting and the interim executive, 
explained the decisions arrived at 
by a second interim meet. 

He said that while research for the 
Humanities was important it was 
not the only object. The educational 
trends in the province tend to em- 
phasize the vocational; and material 
aspects to the exclusion of almost 
everything else. Therefore one ob- 
jective of the association would be 
to point out and publicize the role 
of the Humanities in the business of 
living itself. 

In addition to the executive of the 
association, there are three commit- 
tees for research, public relations 
and employment investigation. 

Executive chosen by Wednesday’s 
meeting will hold office until March, 
the date chosen for the association’s 
annual general meeting. 

Members of the executive are: 
President, Arts and Science Dean J. 
Macdonald; secretary, Dr. Scargill; 
treasurer, E. M. Sullivan. Committee 
chairmen are: Research, Dr. May; 
public relations, Mr. Heath; employ- 
ment, Dr. D. Smith. 

Membership in the new organiza- 
tion is open to any interested per- 
sons. Annual fee is 50 cents.

Students’ Council Approves 


New Union In 


surance Plan 


In an effort to lay groundwork for further construction on 
the Students’ Union Building, student council Wednesday night 
approved a Students’ Council Insurance Plan, described as 
capable of earning $50,000 in five years and $25,000 every year 


after. 


The plan, put forth by Jim Wood, 
art and science senior, and spare- 
time insurance salesman, would in- 
clude all students, graduates and 
alumni. : 

With approval of council, the plan 
now will be forwarded to the Board 
of Governors for final ratification. 

Under the proposed scheme any- 
one desiring to be insured would 
take out $1,000 worth of insurance 
in a twenty payment life’ policy. The 
policy would contain a clause guar- 
anteeing the students’ union $15 at 
the end of three years, an addi- 
tional $15 in four years and at the 
end of five years $20. 

If an insured student should die 
before the end of the first five 
years, $50 would be paid the union 
in excess of the $1,000 paid to the 
beneficiary of the policy. 

Wood, in his proposal, explained 
that this would mean if 1,000 policies 
were solicited in the next year, the 
students’ union would collect $50,000 
in five years. 

Given 500 new policies each fol- 
owing year, the union would re- 
ceive $25,000 annually commencing 
the sixth year. 

The policy would be sold only by 
the Crown Life Insurance, which 
would also attend to premium col- 
lections. 

Students’ council would be re- 
sponsible for promoting and pub- 


licizing the policy.

NFCUS Seminar 


Near Montreal 


A positive and active step toward 
national unity is the object of a 
three-week seminar to be conducted 
this summer by the National Federa- 
tion of Canadian _University Stu- 
dents. : 


One hundred students—two for 
every thousand Canadian univer- 
sity students—will attend the sem- 
inar on a scholarship basis. 


The three-week program will run 
from August 14 to September 4 at 
Fort Lennox, a federal historical site 
situated 42 miles from Montreal. 


The faculty will consist of 12 pro- 
fessors and one dean. The latter, 
Dr. Leon Lortis, professor at the 
University of Montreal. ‘Three pro- 
fessors will be selected from each of 
the four NFCUS regions. 


A “Survey of Canada” is the 
broad subject of the seminar, divided 
into, three sections, economics, his- 
tory and Geography, and Canadian 
humanities. 

Richey Love, president of NFCUS, 
in announcing that plans for the 
program were nearing successful 
completion, stressed that the pur- 
pose of the seminar is to lead to 
comprehension of the various re- 
gional problems in Canada, and to 
direct thought along the lines of 
national unity. 

“The ultimate goal”, he said, “is 
to give the students from every part 
of Canada, the opportunity of learn- 
ing the needs and feelings of the 
different Canadian regions, and to 
develop mutual understanding.” 

Arrangements for the seminar are 
under the direction of the local 
NFCUS committee at the University 
of Montreal, under the leadership of 
Jean Provost, chairman, and Gilles 
Bergeron.

Final death blow was delivered to the Point System Act at — 
Wednesday’s night’s Council meeting. 


In place of the point system Council has established one of _ 
presentation by an Awards Committee. 


Five Gold executive “A” rings and 
an unlimited number of Silver “A” 
rings, left to the discrimination of 
Council, will be awarded each year 
to the students who are considered 
by the Awards Committee as con- 
tributing the most to student activiy 
on the campus. 


The Awards Committee will con- 
sist of all members of the Students’ 
Council. Members of the Awards 
Committee will not be permitted to 
vote themselves students’ union 
awards. 


The new system of awards will go 
into effect immediately if it is form- 
ally passed after being posted for 
two weeks on the Students’ Union 
bulletin board. 


15 RECOMMENDATIONS 


A movement to abolish the point 
system of awarding Students’ Union 
executive rings has been under way 
for several years. 


First action was taken last fall 
with the establishment of an inves- 
tigation committee headed by Med 
Rep Brian Sproule. Other member 
of the committee was Fred Scott, arts 
and science rep on Council. 

The committee’s report containing 
15 recommendations for amendments 
to the Point System Act was pre- 
sented to Council members at Wed- 
nesday’s meeting along with an al- 
ternative system presented by Union 
Secretary Ken Boyd. 

Motion to the effect that Council 
was not in favor of the point system 
in any form was passed after con- 
siderable general discussion on the 
matter of presentation, of awards. 

An amended form of Boyd’s re- 
commendations that awards be made 
by an Awards Committee was finally 
adopted by Council. 


JOB EVALUATION 


Report of the Sproule Committee 
suggested that the Point System. be 
retained with certain changes which 
would make it more efficient. 

Under these changes the Students’ 
Council, each member of which was 
to automatically receive an award, 
was to become the Awards Com- 
mittee. Each member would be 
assigned a number of point earning 
positions with the duty of watching 
and evaluating the work done by 
the holder of said positions. In this 
way points would not be automatic- 
ally awarded without any knowledge 
of the kind of job done by the stu- 
dent holding the position. 

A filing system would be insti- 
tuted to keep a permanent record of 
points awarded. This would elim- 
inate the necessity of applying for 
the award. 

Under the alternate scheme an 
Awards Committee of three mem- 
bers was set up. These students 
would have complete authority over

what awards were granted, the basis _ 2 


of their decision being personal ob- 
servation and recommendation of 
other members of the Council and 
union. Any award would be on the 
basis of one year’s work and more 
than one award could be won. 
Number of awards was limited 
tentatively to eight gold rings and 
seven silver rings. Members of the 
Awards Committee were ineligible.

At Wednesday’s meeting members of the Students’ Council 
_ decided to do away with the point system. 


be ti In the place of the Point System Act, Council has adopted a 
~ plan of awards by recommendation of a committee. 


And they have named themselves as that committee. 


We are not questioning the present Council’s fitness to act 

in the capacity of judges on their fellow students. Far from it. 

But is it possible that 20 students on the campus are in the 
position to “know all, see all, and hear all’? 


The system that Council recommends is a new one. It will 
meet with much opposition from the general student body. 
This is to be expected. The chief complaint of students will 

_ probably be that Council members may make awards to them- 
is selves. e 


Students need have no fear on this score. For,Council has 

~ included a clause in the new act prohibiting any member of 

the Awards Committee from presenting an award to himself. 

Instead, each member of Council will be given a distinctive ring 

in acknowledgement of his service to the Students’ Union, and 

he will be given this ring on the basis of a single year’s con- 
tribution. 


And what has been planned as a reward’ to the other hard 
__ working students on the campus? 
They will have a chance to take positions which may be 
noticed by Council, or possibly they will work hard enough to 
be recommended by two of their fellow students. No matter 
how their names reach Council, they will be duly considered for 
an award and may- or may not be shelved for future reference. 


ie For when Council limits the number of Gold Executive “A” 
_ rings to be awarded in any one year to five, it doesn’t give many 
students a chance to receive this recognition. 
' However, the students needn’t give up hope yet. If they are 
graduating that year, they may be given a silver “A” ring. 
Council members have left the number of silver rings to be 
presented each year indefinite, but they have placed the stipu- 
lation that these rings may only be awarded to graduating 
students. This ensures a non-graduate the chance of con- 
tinuing work in extra-curricular activities until he has either 
_worked hard enough for a Gold “A” ring, or until he manages 
to leave the “hallowed” halls with his coveted degree. 
But on what basis is Council going to decide who is and who 
is not worthy of the top award presented by the Students’ 
Union? 
There you have it! 
ie The old system of awarding the Executive “A” rings on a 
basis of points accumulated for jobs done may not be the. best 
way. Until this new system is worked on a practical rather than 
a theoretical basis we will be unable to say. 
But one thing was certain about the Point System. 


If a student managed to accumulate the required number of 
points in three years, he had to be worth it, for no position that 


~ 


is worth a large number of points can be taken without spending’ 


considerable time in doing a good job. ~ 

; Usually it was necessary for students to be on the campus 

_ for four or five years before they could apply for their Gold 
“A” ring. . 

| Maybe some of them didn’t deserve them. * But for every 

-. student who thinks that the wrong person-is receiving an 
award, another student will think the exact opposite. 

And regardless of how impartial an awards committee tries 
to be, some personal prejudice is bound to enter in when a 

student is being considered for an award. 

This is the principal fault of the new act, but there are other 
objections to the new system as well. 

Council has attempted to do away with the idea that a 
position is worth a certain number of points, regardless of the 
kind of a job done by the student holding it. 

Yet, in the same breath they have decided to give them- 
selves an award, not because they have been working hard for 

_ the past few years to do something for the student body, but 
simply because they happen to be members of the Students’ 
Council. 
And they have tended to discourage students from taking 
part in extra-curricular activities rather than to encourage 
them. 
: The students who do work around the campus are not 
usually considering what kind of an award they are going to get 
out of Students’ Council. But for those students who are doing: 
the little jobs around the campus so that all the students can 
enjoy themselves at a Waw-waw dance, or make use of the 
Telephone Directory, or complain about the Evergreen and 
Gold being out late, it is nice to know that they are getting a 
_ few points that they can apply to an Executive award if they 
\ feel that they deserve it. :

Along with them 
he discussed the problems facing the 
student youth. I can say that he 
participated at this meeting as an 
equal, although representing a group 
of students which as yet has not 
made any concrete move to affiliate 
to the IUS. 

Before leaving Sophia, Hamilton 
promised to report back to the Can- 
adian students which he represented, 
and present to them the recom- 
mendations which he as NFCUS rep 
and the IUS steering committee had 
agreed upon. This happened last 
September. It is now the beginning 
of the new year, and as yet I have 
not heard of, nor read in the Uni- 
versity Press, any statement by Russ 
Hamilton. 

Since the NFCUS went to so much 
expense to send a observer to Sophia 
I feel that Hamilton has an obliga- 
tion to fulfill, and that is, to report 
back to his fellow students so that 
we may discuss fully the report and 
decide whether or not to accept his 
recommendations. They were good 
recommendations and worthy of see- 
ing the light of the press. Right 
now, in the midst of the discussion 
concerning the London Conference 
called by the British NUS at which 


Canadian students were represented, 
to discuss affiliation to IUS, this re- 
port is doubly important. 

Right now, we, as Canadian stu- 
dents, are not participating as fully 
as we should on the international 
field. Only in strengthening the in- 
ternational ties with other demo- 
cratic student bodies can we build 
effectively our own NFCUS.
